Governor Turney today pardoned 
Logan, of Warren county, 
sentence of twenty years for 
eleven-year-oid girl.

Montgomery, Ala., Junuary 14.—(Special.) 
letter has just been received by Governor 
from the Union Bank of Lon- 
him that the bank had 
acceded to his request and would stop 
payment on one unpaid draft for $1,250, 
drawn by the Crocker Woolworth Nation- 
al bank, of San Francisecv, tn ftavor of 
Francis C. Randolph, alias Charles Rad- 
ford. 

The first information received by the 
executive office that Judge Randolph hat 
bought London exchange in San Francis- 
co was about the last week in October, 
t.rough a paper filed by Mr. RithZon, 
representing one of Randoliph’s bondsmen. 
Mr. Rushton’s information was that three 
drafts of $1,250 each had been bought from 
the Crocker Woolworth bank, being drawn 
on the Union Bank of London. The matter 
lay over until several days after Governor 
Johnston came into office, when his atten- 
tion wus called to it by Attorney Generuai 
Pitts. Governor Johnston at once wrote 
to the London bank stating the facts, that 
the drafts were bought with Money belong- 
ing to the state, asking that payment be

The reply of the bank is dated December 
3lst and shows that in all Randolph bought 
seven drafts from the San Francisco bank, 
each being for $1,250, or $8,750 in all. Of 
these six had been paid by the London 
bank on the following dates: May 23d, Sep- 
tember 12th, September 21, 1885, one each, 
and on October 2, 1895, two—being five in 
1825, and one on December 23, 1896. -Gov- 
error Jonnston’'s letter was thus in time to 
stop only one of. them, but that means 
$1,250 to the treasury of the etuta Action 
taken a little sooner after the information 
about the drafts was received would have 
stopped another and saved $1,259 more to 
the state. Five of the drafts were paid in 
1845 and long before any knowledge of 
them had reached the executive office. 

Judge Randolph was for years probate 
judge of Montgomery county and abscond- 
ed in February, 1895, a defauiter to the 
extent of about $4,000. He went to the 
republic of Colombia, South America, where 
he killed a prominent German banker nam- 
ed Charles Simmons. Randoiph has been 
in prison there since Juiy, i895, and is be- 
lieved to be still in prison.

Council Committee Recommends That 
Bids Be Asked for New Quarters. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE IS TOO DARK 


Officials Are Dissatisfied and Are 
Anxious To Get Away—Present 
Building May Be Remodeled, 


The city fathers are looking around for 
new quarters. 

Important action was taken yesterday 
by the council committee on public .build- 
ings and grounds, composed of Council- 
man Adamson, chairman, and Aldermen 
Mitchell and Tolbert, which nay result 
in the city offices being moved at an early 
date. 

When the committee met, Chalrman 
Adamson stated that steps had to be taken 
toward securing an arrangement for city 
Offices during the ensuing year. 


Alderman Mitchell explained that the 
city government was a tenant at will, ard 
that there was no contract binding the 


lease of the present offices for any speci- 
fied length of time. 

“I am in favor of getting out of this 
Pplace,””’ remarked Alderman ‘Tolbert. “I 
never saw a more disadvantazcous builld- 
ing in my life to conduct the business of a 
city government in. There ure no ccn- 
veniences at all, and the hallways are so 
dark that you can’t tell a white man from 
“ negro unless the gas is lit. Besides this, 
in order to carry out the vyroposed re- 
trenchment plans, it will be necessary to 
have the offices of the different depaurt- 
ments nearer together.” 

“This building is costing the city [5,100 
& year,” Counciman Adamson stated. 

“We can get quarters just as good for 


$2,000," came from Alderman Tolbert. 


“What is this property worth?” in- 
quired Alderman Mitchell. 

“About $100,000," some one replied. 

“Then this building ought to rent for 
36,000 to make a 6 per cent investment,” 


remarked Alderman Mitchell. 
“But we con’t use all the building,’’ in- 


terposed Alderman Tolbert. 

“Mayor Collier wishes to get out of 
here,”’ suggested Councilman Adamson. 
On motion of Alderman Mitchell, the 
committee decided to recommend to the 
general council: that the city advertise 
for bids for suitable offices for the ensuing 
year.

The still was 
a comparatively new one, and its where- 
abouts was learned by us a short while 
ago. Soon after dark Tuesday night, we 
vent to capture the still.

Late yesterday afternoon the last argu- 
f. nt was delivered, the jury was charged 
on the law involved in the case and was 
carried to the hotel for supper. On account 
of the lateness of the hour, Judge Reid 
charged the jury to seal its verdict and 
tender it in court this morning. 

Most of the day yesterday was consumed 
in hearing argument which was delivered 
by counsel in the case. The case is one that 
is quite unusual in the courthouse and it 
is quite probable that the real facts in the 
case will not-hbe brought to lignt by the 
judicial investigation and the author of the 
note which caused the discharge of Miss 
Nancy Addison. her sister and father from 
the employ of the cotton mills may never 
be known. 

Two suits have been Sed, one by J. D. 
Addison and one by his daugh oe , Miss Lit- 
tie Addison, the amount of damage bheing 
sued for in each case being ; $10 000. Addison, 
Miss Littie and Miss Meg .Addison were 
employed at the cotton factory. He worked 
as night watchman while his daughters 
worked at the noisy looms. All went well 
until one day a note was received bearing 
the signature of the eider Addison daugh- 
ter. The note was addressed to Superin- 
tendent Hubert, and was vile and vulgar 
in its contents. Miss Addison denies thut 
she wrote the note or that it was written 
by her consent, knowledge or authority, and 
because the note was shown by the superin- 
tendent to other officials and employes, and 
because she was discharged, as well as 
other members of her family, she sues for 
$10,000, in which she is joined by her father 
for a similar amount. 

The answer of the officials of the cotton 
mills shows they did not show the note 
in order to humiliate or defame the charac- 
ter of Miss Addison, neither did they charg: 
her with writing the note, but made the 
contents public in order to ascertain wheth- 
er or not the officials of the company were 
guilty of the charges which were contained 
in the note. 

The suit which was heard yesterday was 
the one filed by the girl’s father. The suit 
filed by Miss Addison will be .tried this 
morning probably, or its hearing may much 
depend upon the fate of the suit which is 
now in the hands of the jury. both suits 
are identical in the charges preferred and 
dis-
